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Dr. Harry Lee Barnes 


Dr. Harry Lee Barnes, for the past 
twenty-eight years superintendent of 
the state tuberculosis sanatorium at 
Wallum Lake, Rhode Island, died 
suddenly at his home in Providence 
on April 9 at the age of fifty-six. He 
was a director of the National Tu- 
berculosis Association for three terms, 
a vice-president in 1932, and was a 
former president of the Rhode Island 
Medical Association. 

Dr. Barnes’ work in the tuberculosis 
campaign, as well as his special ac- 
complishment at the state sanatorium, 
made him a nationally known person- 
ality in the tuberculosis field. His loss 
will be greatly felt not only in Rhode 
Island, but throughout the country. 


Tenth Summer Round-Up 

May Day, National Child Health 
Day, is the official opening date of the 
“Summer Round-Up” of children en- 
tering school for the first time next 
fall, sponsored by the National Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers. Many 
local parent-teacher associations have 
already begun work. Last year 6,275 
of them took part in the campaign. 

The importance of this annual 
“Summer Round-Up” can scarcely be 
overestimated. Parents who used to 
be unaware of the physical condition 
of their children until genuine illness 
developed, are now learning the value 
of preventive measures. This year, for 
the first time, tuberculin testing is in- 
cluded in the examination, and tuber- 
culosis associations will have a greater 
opportunity than ever to cooperate 
with their local parent-teacher organ- 
izations in this great child health 
undertaking.

Parent-Teacher Associations 
in High Schools 


The April News Bulletin of the 
National Congress of Parents and 
‘Teachers reports that the special com- 
mittee of the Congress, appointed to 
study the parent-teacher association in 
the high school, has made the follow- 
ing suggestions: 

“High School Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation workers should give special 
attention to recreational facilities of 
the community, such as libraries, mo- 
tion pictures, poolrooms, public dance 
halls, and other places which attract 
children of high school age. Health 
conditions in the community, lunch- 
rooms near the school, prevention of 
tuberculosis, and other health meas- 
ures should be studied.” 

On the specific subject of tubercu- 
losis, a letter has been sent by the 
chairman of the Child Hygiene Com- 
mittee of the Congress to all state 
presidents and chairmen of State 
Child Hygiene Committees in the 
Congress urging “that Congress units 
sponsor constructive health programs 
for the high school child including 
health examinations, health instruc- 
tion, special provisions through home 
and school services for protection 
against strain and hazards.” The let- 
ter definitely recommends that a cam- 
paign for health examinations, includ- 
ing tuberculin testing and X-ray, be 
carried on. 

Tuberculosis workers everywhere 
will welcome this opportunity to co- 
operate in the high school field with 
the National Congress of Parents and 
‘Teachers and its local groups.

(Concluded from page 19) 
in Kentucky and Indiaria and later 
was a field agent for National Head- 
quarters. In 1919 he became regional 
secretary for the National Tubercu- 
losis Association in the North Missis- 
sippi Valley with headquarters in In- 
dianapolis. When the regional offices 
were discontinued in 1920, he came 
to New York as field secretary. 

Mr. Strawson’s countrywide ex- 
perience has familiarized him with all 
phases of the program for tuberculosis 
control. The staff of the National 
Association feel profound regret at 
his resignation but congratulate Wor- 
cester County on securing his valuable 
services and rejoice that he is to con- 
tinue in the tuberculosis field.

Twentieth Session of the 
Trudeau School 


The twentieth session of the Tru- 
deau School of Tuberculosis will be 
held May 21 to June 29 at Saranac 
Lake, New York. Two changes of 
importance are presented in the sched- 
ule this year as follows: After the 
first four weeks students may elect to 
take the fifth and sixth weeks either 
at Saranac Lake, or at Bellevue Hos- 
pital under the direction of Dr. James 
Alexander Miller and Dr. J. Burns 
Amberson; and the second change is 
the ii:troduction into the fifth week 
of the work at Saranac Lake, June 18 
to 22, of a complete course on silicosis. 

The general plan of the course aims 
to present the essentials of etiology 
and diagnosis during the first four 
weeks with emphasis placed also on 
bedside teaching and the clinical study 
and treatment of patients, combined 
with clinical-pathological conferences. 
The remainder will be devoted to 
special lectures and clinics. 

Visits will be made to various sana- 
toria and hospitals inthe neighborhood.

There were no 
formal ceremonies as Dr. Welch is ill 
there in the hospital. But the “beloved 
dean of American medicine’ received 
countless congratulations.

The Sunnyside Guild, a group of 100 
young matrons who devote their efforts to 
providing entertainment and necessities 
for patients at the county tuberculosis 
sanatorium, gives an annual ball to raise 
funds. The costume is used on a large 
wax figure in a downtown department 
store to advertise the coming ball. In the 
other windows are displayed evening 
gowns that may be purchased to wear at 
the event. The night of the ball the wax 
figure in its costume has a prominent 
position with a double barred cross elec- 
trically lighted behind it. This party is 
one of the outstanding social events of 
the winter season and has proved to be 
an excellent method of raising money. 
Among some of their gifts to the Sana- 
torium have been radios for each bed, a 
motion picture machine, pianos, and the 
Guild has helped many patients who have 
left the sanatorium to finance themselves 
for a short period until they could become 
adjusted. 


The Texas Relief Commission has been 
authorized by law to use three per cent 
of the relief bonds voted by the state to 
hospitalize indigent tuberculosis patients 
in recognized private sanatoria.

Unique Poster Contest 


A rather different angle of the subject 
of nutrition is being presented to high 
school students in New York State, ex- 
clusive of New York City, as the subject 
of a poster contest. The subject, “Edible 
Greens at Little or No Cost,” was chosen 
because of a desire to arouse more inter- 
est in the eating of leafy vegetables rich 
in vitamins and minerals. The fact is 
brought out in the contest material sup- 

"i dents that there are some 
wenty-three wild plants to be found in 
New York State which can be used as 
pot-herbs or for salads. In picking these 
wild greens exercise and fun in the fresh 
air and sunshine are involved. Informa- 
tion is being supplied students on the 
names of the wild greens together » ith 
ways in which these can be used as salads 
and cooked into delicious dishes. 

The poster itself must be 16” high x 
36”” wide and is to be in colors to depict 
either greens growing, the picking of 
greens, greens in the vegetable market or 
the cooking and serving of greens: In 
addition, each poster must have accompa- 
nying it a sketch in black and white 
which will present a recognizable picture 
of at least one of the particular greens 
chosen for the poster. 

A four-year scholarship at the College 
of Fine Arts of Syracuse University, 
valued at over $2,000, is being offered 
as first State prize to the high school 
senior or post graduate of high scholastic 
standing in general academic work whose 
poster stands best according to the basis 
of award. There will be other valuable 
money prizes for students in other classes. 
This is the fifth annual health poster con- 
test to be carried on in the high schools 
of New York State, outside of New York 
City. The first two contests were on the 
subject of Diphtheria Prevention, the 
third on Child Health and the fourth on 
Nutrition. The prize winning posters in 
the two diphtheria prevention poster con- 
tests were enlarged for use in outdoor 
advertising as billboard posters by the 
State Committee on Tuberculosis and 
Public Health, and have not only been 
used to carry the diphtheria prevention 
message in New York State, but have 
also been used in practically every other 
state in the United States, in Canada and 
South Africa. In addition, more than one 
million car-card size reproductions were 
distributed by the Welfare Division of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company. 


Sponsoring groups for the contest are 
the New York State Departments of 
Health and Education, the Colleges of 
Agriculture and Home Economics, Cor- 
nell University, and the Colleges of Home 
Economics and Fine Arts, Syracuse Uni- 
versity, together with the Welfare Divi- 
sion of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company and the State Charities Aid 
Association. The initiation and direction 
of the contest are under the auspices of 
the State Committee on Tuberculosis and 
Public Health, with Mrs. Marie F. Kir- 
wan, Extension Secretary, acting as Con- 
test Secretary. 
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
